NOVEL SUPPER ROOM SETTING. 


Practically al! Hongkong will 
foregather at the City Hall to- 
night for the first of the big social! 
events of the winter season, the 
St. Andrew's Ball. 

Under the guidante of Mr. 
George Duncan, busy workers 
hava transformed the interior of 
the building into a.fitly-decorated 
gathering place and when a re- 
presentative of the Telegrap’ 
paid a visit to the Hall this morn- 
ing. the finishing touches were 
being given to « scheme of 
decoration well worthy of the 
tradition of the occasion. . 

The main entrance has been 
treated to represent the front 
of a Highland castle, ivy- 
covered and battlemented 
walls giving a realistic touch. 
The Iadies” entrance is on the 
left and leads to a Isdies’ cloak 
and dressing room, whilst the 
gentlemen’s eptrance and cloak 
toomareonthe right. The centre 
entrance is trellis-lined-and gives 
on to the main stairway, simply 
but effectively treated with ferns 
and othar greenery. On the left 
of the main stairway will be -the 
main card-room, whilst on the 
right will be found the popular 
“Auchtermuchty.” with long 
bar counter complete. Suitably 
edorned with pictures illustrative 
of the national life and also with 
flags and palms, tha men’s rendez- 
yous has been well thought out.

Ascending the main stairway, 
one ‘is confronted on the first 
landing , with a ‘huge mirror 
flanked py the two white and 
anire navional flags of Scotland. 
This isppatticutarly appropriate 
inasmuch as this year’s Chieftain, 
Mr. R, Sutherland, is connect 
with the well-known firm whose 
house ftag is identical with these 
national emblems. Above the mir- 
ror is a large iuminated thistle; 
whilst reflected in the glass one 
sees the Scottish shield, with lion-, 
rarppant, surrounded by whiteele- 
ctric lights. The whole forms.a 
very striking item in the scheme.

Many 
aites have been visited and plans 
diseassed bat unfortunately the 
possibility of carrying ont the 
scheme has fallen through, owing 
to 3 misunderstanding 2s to the 
amount of money which Lady Clara 
Hoe Teng was prepared to put up 
for the purpose. We are now 
hoping that she may be’ willing to 
give a sum of money instead ‘to 
the general funds of the Society. 

What we need is a Home on 2 
suitable site convenient for the

The present Dogs’ Home is a 
few minutes walk beyond the Pols 
Ground on the same side of the 
road add anyone losing a dog would 
do well to apply there as well 
as to the Police.

been sold and the Government will 
accordingly have to build a Home 
elsewhere.

SEIZURE | OF BRITISH 


SHIPS. 


The cables inform us that 
Britain bas made representations 
about the seizure of an alleged 
rum-running ship by the Ameri- 
can authories outside the three- 
mile limit, and that the United 
States Government is investigat- 
ing the matter. As for another 
vessel which was seized, we are 
told that no action will be taken 
“ until the question of the vessel's 
registry has been settled.” It is 
obvious that ships, British or 
disguised as British. are still at 
the lucrative game of smuggling 
liquor into the Urited States of 
America, and itis natural enough 
that the authorities there should 
want to suppress the traffic. The 


{complaint made by one ship 


master, that he was outside the 
three-mile limit and understood 
the twelve-mile limit treaty kad 
not been signed, is merely ‘an 
admission that he was steering 
as close to the line of prohibition 
as he could manage. Itis time 
Britons realised that this is not 
“playing the game,” and that 
the Americans have been very 
tolerant of those’ several flagrant 
attempts to evade their. laws. 
We would not like to think of 
American schooners hovering 
around the British Isles trying 
to land prohibited drugs, and as 
the United States now look upon 
alcohol as a prohibited drug it 
amounts almost to the , same 
with them. . . 

The sooner the twolve-mile 
limit treaty be signed, the better, 
so that all boot-leggers,. who are}! 
a.disgrace to their fellows of the 
mercantile marine engaged in 
carrying legitimate cargo, can 
get their deserts without being 
able to bleat to their Govern- 
ment to interfere on their behalf.

Meanwhile wine growers are 
using the same sets of statistics 
in their propaganda showing the 
beneficial effects of substituting 
for spirituous liquor- good 
Tralian wines. 

Health Bureau statistics show 
that the number af deaths from 
alcoholism in Italy numbered 
600 in the past year--ar 16 for 
every: million inhabitants. 
Further deaths, it was suggest- 
ed were from diseases dug to the, 
weakening’ effects of alcohol on 
the system. 

These tables seem ‘te, indicate 
that 7 per cent. of the casex in 
mad houses are due to drink: 
while 45 per cent. of the re- 
corded crimes are scheduled as 
connected with or incited by 
Fink. 

A point of the wine growers is 
that in the provinces, where 
practically only good wine is 
drunk—in Sicily and Tuscany. 
&c. --deaths from aleohoism are 
rare; whereas in provinces like 
Venetia, where the peasants.|, 
ewing to the climate, rely on 
schnapps and heavily alcoholic 
liqueurs to warn their blood, 
aleboolic deaths are frequent.
